One of these inspected, a tailoring 
establishment, was so overcrowded 
that one male worker engaged in 
froning was found suspended from 
the roof of n beam with his ironing 
board suspended in front of him. 
Conditions in printing establishments 
and in many Chinese newspapers, 
most of which are concentrated fn 
old property in the central district of 
Hongkong, are generally bad. 

The chief critlclsm that may be 
optainst existing {nctories js that most 
of them were not designed as such 
but have been converted {from 
tenement floors bullt for housing pur- 
poses. In Hongkong there are 113 
factory type buildings as against 
1,041 converted tenement floors. In 
converted tenements are situated in 
Kowloon, .cighty per cent. of the 
Shamshuipo, Tatkoktsuf and Mong 
Kok areas. In sixteen instances the 
number of floors rented by certain 
factories exceeds ten; in onc cases 
as many as thirty floors have been 
converted into one factory. 

It may be possible in-time- to 
segregate factories in certain areas as 
is at present done in respect of offen- 
sive trades. The root of the difficulty 
of tenement factories

Hours of Work 


The: usual hours of work in fac-. 
tories ure seven to twelve and one 
to five. Overtime 6 p.m, to B p.m. 
is normal in knitting, rubber shoc 
and-clectric-torch-factorics.-- In-cer- 
taln factories (chicfly European man- 
aged) Sundays are holidays but the 
worker in Chinese-owned undertak- 
Ings has usually seven days off in a 
year. Overtime is generally paid. at 
time ‘and a half or time and ao third 
and serves to cke out the low wages 
of certain pleceworkers, 


The hours are long but not, so in 
comparison with China, and seven 
am. to five pm. a nine hour day, 
fs becoming. standardised.  Condl- 
tions os to hours are certainly worse 
in the knitting factories which are 
in direct competition with similar 
fuctorles in China. 

No adequate survey has ‘yet been 
made of the cost of living of the 
lnbouring classes In Hongkong and 
although index numbers of wholesale 
prices are published by the statistical 
office of the Imports 
Department, no. index numbers of 
retail prices or cost of living are 
prepared. This deficiency. Js at pre- 
sent being remedied. Questionaires 
regarding family budgets have been 
issued through the various assocla- 
tions and the results ‘nre being col- 
lected by the Department of Com- 
merece, Hongkong University, which 
hopes at an early date to be ina 
position to produce Index figures of 
cost of Hving in respect of the work- 
ing class. : 

The. wages and cost of living of 
the working classes In Hongkong are 
subject not only to the effects of the 
trade cycle but also to the conditlons 
peculiar to China and the fluctua- 
tlons in the value of the dollar which 
until 1935 was based on the .price 
of allver, 

Its sterling value is now practical. 
ly stabilised. - In 1935, ns the result 
of the trade depression, many labour- 
ers returned to China and rents fell 
accordingly. In 1938, trade boomed, 
rents soared and accommodation wns 
at times unattainable by many, 

No adequate statistics haye been 
kept dut it would not appear that 
rates of wages have fluctuated to 
anything Like the same extent, as 
cost of living with the result that 
there must have. been considerable 
disparity between real and moncy

The submarine forces of 
France and Italy have for some 
time been approximately .equal, 
although Italy is now forging 
nhead in the construction of this 
class of vessel. ; 

The French Navy is at present 
organised into two main squad- 
rons—one in the Atlantic and 
one in the Mediterranean, but 
these are so arranged that the 
concentration of the whole

The Atlantic Fleet is com- 
manded by Vice-Admiral Gen- 
soul, and the Mediterrancan 
Fleet by Vice-Admiral Abrial. 

Vice-Admiral Abrial and Vice- 
Admiral Darlan, who corres- 
ponds to the British Chief of the 
Naval Staff at the Admiralty, 
have recently had considerable 
experience in co-operation with 
the British naval forces, both as 
the result of measures which had 
to be taken to localise the Span-‘ 
ish Civil War and during an 
Anglo-French Naval: Conference 
held recently at Bizerta.. 

Consideration of the forces at 
the disposal of the French ‘Navy 
and of the very strong strategic 
position which it would hold in 
the event of war in the Mediter- 
rancan leaves no doubt that it 
ig capable of carrying out the 
fae which would be allotted to 
it. 

If war should break out in 
Europe the British Navy would 
be concerned with the North Sea 
and the Eastern Mediterrancan,

THE main naval strategy 
- of France must always 
be concerned with the defence of 
the North African trade route 
between Marseilles and the AJ- 
gerian ports, Complete safety 
of this. trade route, by which 
France's reserve of man-power 
must travel to reinforce forces 
on her eastern frontier, must 
entail. complete French domina- 
tion of the Western Mediterran- 
ean. 

For this reason the main naval 
defence line of France in the 
Mediterrancan will run from Bi- 
zerta, round the western side of 
Sardinia to Corsica, thence to 
the French coast near the junc- 
tion of the French and Italian 
Rivicras. . 

The holding of this line would 
inevitably mean the blockade of 
Italy from the west. Morcover, 
the French forces would not re- 
main idle behind this defence 
line. . ‘ 

- The fast French light cruisers 
would be ideal for raiding to the 
eastwards. from Bizerta and 
causing constant interruption 
and serious losses to the Italian 
communications at Libya,

The fresh Anglo-French proposals 
which are reported to have been 
handed to the Sovict Commissar for 
Forelgn Affalrs to-day = are under- 
stood to suggest that the triple 
ailance should operate in the case of 
indirect aggression only after one of 
the contractIng powers has already 
become involved in hostilitics while 
repelling o threat or an attack ‘on 
the Independence of another coun- 
try.

The Pollsh' Ambassador is duc in 
London at 6 pam. on Sunday by air- 
plane f: farenw and he is expect- 
ed to bfing the Polish Government's 
observations on the draft of the 
treaty which Lord’ Halifax delivered 
to him tast week. 

The new Anglo-Pollsh treaty will 
rest on the cardinal principle of Mr. 
(Chamberlain's March 31 leclaration 
In the House of Commons when he 
sald: “In the event of ony action 
which clearly threatens Pollsh {n- 
dependence and which the Polish 
Government accordingly considers it 
vital to resist with atheir national 
forces, Hs ,Majesty's Government 
would feel themselves bound at onte 
to lend the Polish Government all the 
support In their power.” 

On April 6, Mr. Chamberlain told 
Parllament that the Pollsh Foreign 
Minister, Colonel Beck, gave the as- 
surance that Poland considers itself 
under un obligation to render assis- 
tance to Britain. under the same 
conditions. 


Provisional Commitments 


.The impending treaty * between 
Poland and Britain will replace these 
provisional commitments. 


Seeret arrangements between the 
British und Polish General Staffs, 
already well under way, will 
stipulute the strategie and tacticnl 
methods of collaboration“between the 
two countries, including intimate 
teamwork between thelr respective 
alrforces, . 

The coming treaty will contain 
reciprocit guarantees making | the 
allinnce operative in case of indirect 
as well us direct threats to the in- 
dependence of either nation.

The Sovict ond Outer Mongol 
troops started a general retreat on 
Saturday, following 
occupation of Balshagal. Height, 
north of Nomanhan, which, with 
Noro Hill, formed two most {mpor- 
tant bases of the Soviet and Outer 
Mongol troops, 

The Japanese and Manchukuoan 
forces started a general offensive at 
9 pm. on Friday against the Sovict- 
Outar Mongol combined troops on the 
delta between the Khalha and 
Holsten ‘Rivers, where the latter 
forces have been making ‘a last stand, 
says the ficld disputch. 

The Sovict-Mongol troops stump- 
eded on Saturday afternoon towards 
the Khalha River pursued by the 
Japanese-Manchukuoan_ force. 

With desperate + Sovict-Mongol 
troops taking positions approximate. 
ly ten kilometres west of the western 


bank of the Holsten River, a furious 


engagement ensued which lasted 
until 5.a.m, on Saturday amidst: the 
deafening thunder and lightening 
and pouring rain. 

The Japanese Army Atlr Force, in 
co-operation with the. Manchukuoan 
ground forces, raided and destroyed 
four bridges over tne Holsten River,

concluding with a long summary in which the Officer gives his 


opinions on many points, 


In, a general introduction Mr, 
Butters estimates the present popu- 
lation of the Colony at 1,000,082, cx- 
eluding some quarter to half .1 
million refugees. Basing figures’ on 
the 1931 census he reveals that of the 
£49,751 population then, 470,794 were 
engaged in the pursult of gain, re 
presentlng, 71 per cent. of the male 
population and 27 per cent, of the 
female. The majority ‘of the gain 
fully occupled were engaged in 
manufacture, transport and com- 
munication and = commerce and 
finance. Five per cent. was engaged 
in ngriculture and four per cent, in 
fishery. ‘ 

Figures reveal that 5,753 children 
were employed, the majority being 
engaged as fitiermen and in ogricul-. 
tural occupations, family occupations 
in whlch children assisted = thelr 
elders. 

Since 1931, savs the report, there 
has been no great development in in- 
dustry and the number of registered

Mr, Butters points out that owing to 
the hilly nature of the Colony, land 
suitable for building factories is dear, 
charges being three times higher than 
on.the.outskirs of, London, 

After dealing with immigration, 
which normally Mr. Butters says js 
8,000 dally, he makes n long revicw 
of labour conditions jn China, de- 
claring that three quarters of the 
population live a hand to mouth cx- 
Istence. He covers the history and 
growth of labour legisiation in China 
following the- revolution and = re- 

. vlews the soclal system, .which he 
says, accounts for the ability of ‘the 
individual both in China and Hong- 
kong to survive periods of distress in 
the absence of poor relief, unempluy- 
ment benefit or old age pension.

Company at Tsun Wan and the 
Hongkong Brewery further along the 
const, where the employees are cx- 
cellently housed and provided with 
hot and cold baths, to converted 
tenements in what are little better 
than urban: slums where few or no

Hours of Work 


The usual hours of work in fac- 
tories are seven to twelve and one 
to five.

ances, 

Mr. Butters! concludes: 

During the last five, months I have 
visited and investigated the condi- 
tions-of work in’ the four mines and 
larger industrial undertakings ond ‘in 
many. of the smailer.ones. Condi- 
tions -vary greatly both as to waxes 
and hours, It is in: the emall foc- 
tories competing with cheap labour 
in China and Japan that, conditions 
are worst.

First, the personnel of ‘the 
French Navy has been improved 
out of all knowledge, and has 
been given a greater faith in it- 
self and its Service, 

Recent experience of the men 
coming under training at the 
Ecole Navale at Brest shows 
that they are of the very best 
type. : te 
__ The material strength of the 
French, Navy has become of the 
greatest importance during re- 
cent years. This is due in part 
to’ the completion of the now 
French battle-cruisers Dunker-, 
que. and Etrasbourg, ships of 
26,500 tons, mounting cight 
18in. guns, and which, on trials, 
have reached a speed of 3114 
knots, 

Until these two French ships 
were completed there were in the 
world only threo ships which 


with China, a country whose 
arms, compared with western 
standards, are dreadfully in- 
ferior. She should also remem- 
ber how .a° previous war with 
China ended, and not forget that 
the West is quite capable again 
of intervening.

France has seven mo- 
dern cruisers of the heavy type 
mounting sin, guns—Italy also 
haa seven of this type of ship. 
In 6in. gun cruisers France 
has 11 modern ships opposed to 
the 12 of similar class possessed 
by Italy. On the other hand, 
France has 32 ships of approxi- 
mately 2,600-tons displacement 
and armed with five 6.6-in. guns 
in addition, to-an extensive anti- 
aircraft and torpedo armament. 
These ships are all exception- 


ally fast. : 


* They tire classed by France as 
contre-torpilleurs, but by the de- 
finitivns of warship eategorics 
which have been accepted by 
most of the maritime Powers 
they are light cruisers. 


Certainly they are far more 
powerful than any destroyers, at 
the disposal of the Italian Navy. 
Their’ exceptional speed and 
power might well make them a 
decisive factor in a Mcditerran- 
can war. .

Nazl local press. that children's 
playgrounds were being built there. 
As the correspondent ascended the 
slope winding Mike a ribbon, the road 
was frequently obscured by clouds of. 
dust thrown up by a convoy of Enst 
Prussian military lorrics en route for 
the summit. : 


The paths lead!ng to the final sum- 
mit were guarded by tall young 
Heimwehr and the summit was cn- 
closed by a triple barrier of barbed 
wire, : 

Through the chinks in the hastily 
erected barricade of tree branches, 
the correspondent caught a glimpse 
of ontl-alreraft guns assembled in 
position. A 

Two guards confiscated the camera 
and led the correspondent to the 
guard) house, where .' band of 
workers under urmed guards were 
putting In finishing touches to red 
tiled barracks. oes 

In the open space the -correspon- 
dent counted over 60 new military 
lorries, murked with Enst Prussian 
registration plates.

saner appratsal of things, 

The Evening Standard publishes an 
nrtlele under the heading: . “No 
one Will Fight for Danzig,” no sane 
Chief of Staff could picture 1 Polish 
stand In Danzig, for a Pollsh army 
which would venture into that city- 
Stute would be surrounded Hke 
Hebtning from East Prussia, the 
Corridor and the Ballle and very 
soon find itself in a hopeless trap.

Poland, : 

German officinis hnve not, ns have 
their Pollsh colleagues in the Free 
State of Danzig, shot down a harm- 
losy citizen in blind hatred or Yonr of 
pursuit, And if on the Pollsh side 
they go so far os to maintaln that the 
situation of the Germans in Poland 
was “more than privileged" it can 
only be assumed that this privilege 
consists in having the pleasure of 
being tyronnized by the Poles. 

It is a ense of similar happenings 
ag under the Benes regime. At that 
time, too, the Reich was to be pro- 
voked at all costs on the strength of 
help which ‘was definitely thought 
to be forthcoming from Russia, 
England and France. However, 
Poland seems to haye forgotten what

PROPOSALS 
In Case Of War 


London, July 8. 

The fresh Anglo-French proposals 
which are réported’ to have been 
handed to the Soviet Commissar for 
Forelrn Affairs to-day are under- 
stood to suggest that the triple 
ance should operate, in the case of 
indirect aggression only after one of 
the, contractingg powers hus already 
become involved In hostilities while 
repelling a threat or an attack on 
the independence of «nother coun- 
try, 
, Under the Soviet's formula Britun 
and France would be obliged to come 
to the Soviet’s ald if the Soviet’s aid 
if the Soviets intervened owing to 
the establishment of a German 
puppet government Jn one of the 
Baltte States, 


London and Paris are believed to 
have réjected this to-day and to have 
mide their assistance in such a con- 
tingency dependent on’ Russia first 
becoming: engaged in actual warfare 
while trying, to preserve the Inde- 
pendence of another country whose 
sovervignty Is considered to be of 
vital interest. 


In Case Of War Only 


Under the Anglo-French scheme, 
Russia similarly would be obliged 
to help her two partners only after 
one or both hat been implicated in 
hostilitics—for example, while trying 
to thwart a threat to Belsdan inde- 
pendence—iand not If one of the 
sithatory powers intervenes without 
being Involved’ in war, :

‘Outer Mongol 
military authorities mobilised four 
brigades of mechanised force, one 
division of sharpshooters and two 
cavalry divisions, whose numerical 
strength ‘was estimated to be over 
40,000. . 

he Soviet and Outer Mongol 
troops started a general retreat on 
Saturday, following the Japanese 
occupation of Balshagal Helght, 
north of Nomanhan, which, with 
Noro Hill, formed two most impor- 
tant bases of the Soviet and Outer 
Mongo} troops. 

The Japanese and Manchulkuoan 
forces started a general offensive at 
0 pan, on Friday against the Sovict- 
Outar Mongot combined troops on the 
delta between the Khalha — and 
Holsten Riyers, where the latter 
forces have been malcdng a last stand, 
says the ficld dispatch. 

The Soviet-Mongol troops stamp- 
eded on Saturday afternoon towards 
the Khalha River pursued by the 
Joponese-Manchukuoan force. 

With desperate Soviet-Mongol 
troops taking positions approximate- 
ly ten kilometres west of the western 
bank of the Holsten River, a furious 
engagement ensued which Jasted 
until 5 a.m, on Saturday amidst the 
deafening thunder and lightening 
and pouring rain, : 

The Japanese Army Alr.Force, In 
eca-operution with the Manchukuoan 
ground forces, ratded and destroyed 
four bridges over the Holsten iver, 
thus cuttings the retreat. 

The Sovict-Mongol troops, armed 
with over fifty tanks, seventy heavy 
guns and a large number of urmour- 
ed curs, made desperate efforts to 
defend their positions ong the 
Holsten River, but started a general 
retreat Icaving o large number of 
corpses and" animunition on the 
battlefeld. 

The dispatch says that many Sovict 
regulars were imprisoned by the 
Japanese, whereof over sixty have 
already been sent to the Japanese

| Defence Test 


Southern England 
“Blacked Out” 


- London, July 9. 

The biggest air raid defence test 
attempted in Britain was held last 
night in Southern England. It was 
a complete black-out of 15 counties 
with an area of 16,000 square miles, 
including a Jong coast line dotted: 
with seaside resorts packed with 
holiday-makers. 

The testing of the A-R.P. ground 
organisation began at 2 tm. on 
Saturday and went on for 24 hours, 
with hundreds of thousands of civi- 
lian volunteers participating. Bulld- 
ings were fired with actual high ex- 
plosive bombs which detonated in 
some cases, while gas warnings were 
given ond rescues mode from wreck- 
ed premises similar to war conditions. 
- Motorists were osked to go home 
before the complete black-out began 
at midnight or, if obliged to be out; 
to use sidelights only. Tralns were 
run with os little light as possible. 

Despiie extensive warnings of the 
practice, a number of people donned 
gas masks and waited stolcally for 
the arrival of the encmy bombers.
